Warinsart gave Gamier, the Belgian flat racp 
and hurdle jockey, his first winning ride over 
"sticks" in England when M. f*. Mathien’s horse 
upset the calculations of backers in the Littleton 
Hurdle at Kempton Park on Saturday. February 
•ju. Warinsart. which is half-brother to the horse 
Mornr. which Francis Uolili named out of compli- 
ment to Mornington Cannon's joekeyship. could have 
been claimed for UiO guineas when beaten in a sell- 
ing race at Leicester, where lie jumped all askew 
at bis hurdles. 

Another batch of spring entries appeared in yes- 
terday's "Calendar." and they show no falling-off 
compared with past seasons. Owners are evidently 
fully desirous to carry on. and to find work for the 
thousands who are Uenendeut upon racing and the 
breeding of horses. Seven races at Newbury, for

An instance of lmw much more a horse will do for 
a lad it knows than for anyone else was noted at 
Canterbury Park ( Australia ». recently. Rardini was 
was among the competitors for the Park Stakes, 
but on taking her into the straight to do her pre- 
liminary her rider, Duncan, could not get her to 

budge ime way or ther. Ineffectual efforts 

were made to lead her to tiie starting post, and the 
onlv effect tiie whip had oil her was to make her 
rear. Then Dniiean dismounted, and the lad who 
looks after Rardini in the staldcs got on. "here- 
upon that mare, without the least fuss, immediately 
cantered round to the |sisl. on Duncan remounting 
her when she got there Rardini again played tip.

MISHAP MAItS HANDICAP 



GOOD SPRINTER MIM0RI0S0 IS KILLED IN 
FEATURE RACE AT JUAREZ. 

Seymour Vciller’s Gelding Stumbled Over Another 
Horse That Falls During Running of Race and 
Sustains Fatal Injuries — Jockey Hurt, 



B! Paso, Tex., March IT.— The St. Patrick’s Day 
Handicap, three-quarters of a mile, was the special 
attraction provided for patrons of racing at Juarez 
this afternoon., and in spite of tin- smallness of the 
field engaged, there being only six starters, it was 
marred by an accident that terminated the career 
of Seymour Veiller’s useful sprinter Mimorioso. the 
six-year-old nnse.xed son of Mazagau and Olive Hui 
ton. Soon a Her the start of the race I'iniiqita stum- 
bled and fell aud Mimorioso, falling over the pros- 
trate horse, caromed into the inner rail of the 
track with such force that the resultant injuries 
were so serious as to necessitate tiie destruction of 
the gelding. 

Jockey g. P.eznnson. who rode Fnipqun, was sev- 
erely hurt, being crushed in file body and tin- track 
physician says he is injured internally. Jockey 
Hartwell was only shaken up and escaped with a 
few minor bruises. Both riders were taken t,, 
a hospital in El l'aso. The accident happened when 
I mqpua. a log magnificent looking aniimil, tried 
lo bear into the inside rail. He crossed bis legs, 
stumbled aud fell. .Mimorioso was going so fast 
that "lien lie hit I'mqpun, lie turned a complete 
somersault, and struck a fence post with such 
force that ii broke the rail, which punctured him in 
tiie right side at the stifle and came out tinder bis 
left foreshoulder. Mimorioso was a popular liorso 
among tiie followers of racing here. Owner 8. 
Veiller carried an insurance policy of $1,009 on him. 

Mimorioso was the second choice of the race 
and his elimination having removed the most lik.-h* 
of the contenders, Kootenay, the favorite, found 
it easy to win from Tory Maid. Tiie other starters 
were lien ten off. 

Conditions were not so agreeable as they were yes- 
terday, tiie result of a chilly wind that blew over 
the course. The patronage was good, nevertheless. 
The track was almost normal once more. 

i.a Belle Brocade, from the Corrigan A McKiunev 
stable, was staunchly backed at evens to win the 
two-year-old dash, but failed to race as well as 
iti her previous starts and was at no time a factor 
ill the miming of the race. Little Bigger, the 
second choice, led all tiie wav imt was driving hard 
at the end to outlast Rose Marian and Amirov Aus- 
tin. 

Poor luck* at Hie start was res|ionsible for the 
upsetting of a "good thing" in tiie second race, 
rot* which Connaught was hacked into odds-ou favor- 
itism. After getting off with the rear division, lie 
rushed into n long lead in (lie stretch, only to tire 
at the end aud fall an easy victim to Hie closing 
challenge of Seuorita Dana. 

The following race produced a stirring finish be- 
tween Tony Koch. I.enore and Hardy, a trio whose 
chances were all fairly well fancied. They passed 
the judges in the order named eioselv bunched. 
Art Rick was the public choice for the race aud 
was never a dangerous factor. 

The greatly improved Tboughtreader scored his 
fourth successive victory in the firth, for which 
Osaplc rulisl a well-backed tirst choice and ran 
unplaced after showing the way for a brief time 
in tiie early running. The winner came from far 
back to beat Kivu, which had taken up the runtiing 
when the favorite retired. 

Another supposed "good thing” went wrong when 
Wild Horse finished unplaced in tiie final race after 
showing some early s|>eed. J. U. Ferris’ Hester 
was returned tiie winner over Gold)*, which Wild 
Horse had supplanted in favoritism.

In the Granby Steeplechase run al Sundown Park, 
Luglaud, February 27. over a course of three miles, 
ll*‘- Australian Grand National Steeplechase candi- 
date Bullawarra carried 171 ismnds. and ran a 
capital race in finishing a good third to Ally SI per. 
154 pounds, and Alfred Noble. 167 pounds. This 

led Augur to say in Sporting Life of the next 
day : 

"lliai the Australian gelding Bullawarra may 
have to be reckoned with in the Grand National 
is clear from the excellent performance he put up 
in tin- Granby Steeplechase at Sundown Park on 
Saturday. A big. powerful horse, Bullawarra is 

evidently becoming rapidly acclimatised, and on 
Saturday it certainly appeared as though no fences, 
however formidable, would prove too difficult for 
him. I have not in in.v possession a complete record 
ot the gelding’s career in his own country, but 
amongst the races In- won there was the Australian 
Steeplechase, over four miles, in 1913. in which lie 
carried the heavy burden of 179 pounds. Thus 

there is ample proof of his ability both to stav 
and to carry big weights, while after wliat we 
saw of his fencing on Saturday, it is clear that 
he possesses all the attributes called for in the 
making of a successful Liverpool horse. ISullu- 

warra was ridden in the Sundown event by the 

Anglo-French horseman. C. Hawkins, who is also 
likely to have the mount at Aiutree. unless required 
for Lutteur III., which finished third to Sonlocli 
Iasi year. As to this, however, one is glad to know 
that there are, after all. grounds for hoping that the 
French horse may be- able to go to the post. 

“To return to the- Granby Steeplechase, however. 
Amongst Bullawarra's opponents were four other 
Aiutree candidates, viz.. Ally Sic, per, Alfred Noble, 
Distaff and Blow Pipe, the field being completed by 
the inclusion of the previous day's winner. Olga's 
Pride, and a couple of 1 iglit weights. Alfred Noble, 
which had come io grief al the first fence in a 
similar race here earlier iu the* month, was again 
entrusted with favoritism, and there cun be little 
doubt that but for peeking at the final obstacle be 
'voujd have pulled Ills hackers through all right. 
As it was. Ally Sloper secured first run. and won 
by a head, though two or three strides later Par 
freuient cal Alfred Ne.ble* had overtaken him. This 
was a piece id* liar*! luck for Alfred Noble's owner. 
Mr. T. II. Barnard, but tin. horse will certainly lie* 
all the better for the outing, though whether lie 
call jump the Liverpool country successfully is an 
other matter. Bullawarra finished third, and Blow 
Pipe fourth, but Distaff came to grief.” 

CAPTAIN ROCKWELL RETAINS HIS INTEREST. 

New York. March 17. — Charles K. Rockwell, who 
for several years was the prime mover in army 
racing, does not mean to permit Ills retirement 
from the service to lesseu his interest in racing.

EUROPEAN WAR DEVELOPMENTS. 

Germany seems to be making a desperate effort 
to hold back tin* forces of the allies oil the western 
front until a decisive victory can lit* scored against 
tile Russians in Poland liy the capture of Warsaw. 
This seems lo be indicated by dispatches from both 
battle fronts. On ui,. western front a determined 
counter offensive, lias been started, evidently with 
the intent of forestalling or delaying Hit* spring 
drive of the allies in Flanders and in the valley of 
the Aistio until tin* fall of Warsaw releases Field 
Marshal volt Ilitidenhurg's veterans to brace the Ger- 
man lilies for the coining blow. If this can be ac- 
complished the Germans feel confident that the 
supreme test in the west will find them so thor- 
oughly well prepared that they will be able to turn 
the allies’ drive into a retreat, according to the 
stories told by prisoners captured by the British. 
It is significant that in tin* official communique 
from Paris, although the engagements were mostly 
of local character, the initiative in every case, 
with the exception of one. was with tin* Germans. 
At every point of contact, however, the Germans 
were seeking to retrieve losses. Night counter at- 
tacks were made by the kaiser's forces on the 

spur of Notre Dame do l.oivtte; between Four do 
Paris and Boluntc and at Yauquois: in tlie Argounos 
and in the Lo Perte woods on tile heights of the 

Meuse. In each case their efforts were repulsed. 

The French claims of success are denied iu the 

Berlin official statement, which declares that the 
Germans are holding St. Eloi, which was captured 
front the British after a two-days’ light. The Paris 
statement asserts that the 'British have retaken St. 
Eloi anil have driven the enemy back from the town. 
• The enemy is again furiously bombarding Nieu- 
port. tliis time with 16-ineli howitzers,” says a mes- 
sage from the Petit l’arisien's war correspondent, 
who adds: “Thirty shells have fallen in the town, 
making enormous holes mid demolishing several 
buildings, hut no one was hurt. Belgian troops 
profiting by a slight recession of the waters in the 
district they occupy, carried two German advanced 
positious.” 

That the German cruiser Dresden was sunk by its 
own commander after being attacked in Cumberland 
bay on Juan Fernandez island — neutral waters — while 
riding at anchor is the* charge of officers of the* 
Dresden, who were taken to Valapraiso on the Brit- 
ish auxiliary cruiser Urania. Other ships lying in 
port were damaged by the tire of the British ships and 
a woman and child ashore were killed, according to 
the Dresden's officers. They say that because of 
damaged machinery and lack of coal the Dresden 
was obliged to take refuge at Juan Fernandez. It 
was anchored about a quarter of a mile off' shore 
on Sunday tnoriiiug, when the British cruiser Kent 
entered on one side and the Glasgow and Drama on 
the other side of Cumberland bay. The British 
warships opened tire at a distance of little more 
than 3.000 yards. The Dresden was not prepared 
lor a tight in neutral waters and did not reply im- 
mediately. It replied feebly within a few minutes. 
The Dresden hoisted a parliamentary Hag, then 
lowered boats and sent a protest against being at- 
tacked in neutral waters, to which the British com- 
mander. according to the German statement, replied 
that lie had orders to sink the vessel wherever it 
was found and let tin* diplomats arrange the matter 
later, and that he would do so unless the Germans 
themselves sunk the vessel. As a consequence the 
German commander sent the crew* ashore and blew 
up the Dresden. The casualties numbered three 
dead and fifteen wounded. The Chilean government 
has sent a delegation, aboard a cruiser, to investi- 
gate the German claim of Great Britain's alleged 
violation of Chile’s neutrality. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Fielding of t lie British auxiliary cruiser 
Drama denied at Valparaiso that the Dresden bail 
been sunk in neutral waters. 

Official announcement was made at Loudon that 
the British steamers Atlanta and Fhtgal had been 
torpedoed. The text of the communication fol- 
lows: “The British steamer Atlanta. 319 tons, 

owned by Messrs. .1. A P. Hutchison of Glasgow, 
was torpedoed by a German submarine off the is- 
land of inishturk, on the west coast of County 
Galway. Ireland, about noon of March 14. The crew 
was landed on Inishturk island, and the vessel is 
now in the harbor. The British steamer Fitigal. 
1.562 gross tons, owned by the London and Edin- 
burgh shipping company of Leith. Scotland, was 
torpedoed and sunk at 10:50 a. in., March 15. off 
the Nurtlimiiherlaud coast. Twenty-one members 
of lu*r crew were landed at North Shields, but 
six lives are reported to have been lost, including 
the chief mate and tin* stewardess.” 

The German war office gave out its ollieinl ro|s*rt 
on the progress of the war as follows: “The •oil- 

iest for thu possession of an eminence on tie* south- 
ern slope of tilt* I/iretle heights, northwest of Anns, 
lias been decided in favor of the Germans. Iu the 
Champagne district, specifically west of Berths and 
north of Lo Mesnil, tile French delivered several 
unsuccessful attacks. North of I a- Mesnil the at- 
tacks were renewed with stronger forces and tin* 
engagements continue. In the Argoniio the fighting 
has not yet come to an end. French forces have 
been driven back from too slope southwest of Y'att 
quids, occupied by them. Two French attacks iu 
the l.e Pretre forest, northwest of Poiit-a-.Moiisson, 
resulted in failure. In the Vosges there lias been 
nothing more (bail artillery exchanges." 

Edgar Crammond. a prominent English financial 
writer, read a paper before the Royal Statistical 
Society dealing with the cost of tin* war. iu his 
opinion, tin* war must end in July through the ex- 
haustion of some of tile belligerents. Mr. Cram- 
inond estimates the total cost of the war to the 
end of July as $16,9! 10,000,000 and the total eeon 
omic loss, through damage to property and other 
direct and indirect losses, at $45,740,000,900. He 
estimates that Great Britain alone will spend up to 
the end of July $3,540,000,000. 

It transpires that the British light cruiser Ame- 
thyst on Sunday night made a dash into the Dar 
dandles, not withstanding tile mines and the gun 
fire from tile forts, and penetrated nearly to Nagara. 
the narrowest point, when it was hit by twenty- 
two shells. Twenty eight of its crew ere killed 
and thirty wounded. Not hw it listanding the fact that 
three of t lie shells penetrated below the water line 
and it was taking water rapidly, tin* Amethyst 
succeeded in getting hack to t lie licet and aneh red 
near the Tenedos light house. The object of the 
exploit is not known. 

Only unimportant operations have been under- 
taken for the last few days by tin* allies’ fleet oper- 
ating against tin* Dardaiwlles. The activity of the 
warships lias been limited to demons! rations. Two 
new attempts by cruisers and destroyers to approach 
the outer fortifications and clear the channel of 
mines are reported to have been futile because of 
the effective lire from the defenders. 

A message from Constantinople says that the 
British met with a reverse yesterday in an attempt 
to clear the Dardanelles of mines and that they 
lost three mine clearing ships and one sailing 
vessel. Considerable damage was inflicted to one 
British cruiser, under whose protection tin* opera- 
tions were undertaken. The identity of this cruiser 
has not been established. 

J’etrograd reqiorts that tin* heaviest Russian siege 
gnus have resumed the bombardment of the forts of 
Brzemysl with great intensity and serious damage 
has already been inflicted upon the forts. The siege 
is looked upon as having reached Its- decisive stage. 
Russian infantry is on the heights within rifle shot 
of the town. 

The publication of Italy’s demands on Austria for 
the provinces of Trent and Trieste and the Dalma- 
tian islands, practically cutting Austria off' from 
the sea. together with the refusal of Austria to 
grant more than minor territorial concessions. ;s 
accepted in London as the precursor of war between 
tin* two nations. 

The United States will direct the main force of 
its protest against the British order iu council to 
those declarations by which it is sought t> control 
American and other neutral ships plying between 
neutral |s>rts, and which may be “suspected” by 
Great Britain of carrying goods destined to Germany 
or originating in Germany. 

Continued **ressure by the allies against the Ger- 
man forces on the western front is indicated in the 
official communication issued by tin* French war 
office. The re|su*t tells of 1. liter fighting neat 
Notre Dame de Lorctte, iu the Champagne near 
Bert lies and in the Argonue, where advances are 
claimed. 

Eleven ships of the Anglo-French fleet bombarding 
tin* Dardanelles have been towed t<> the island of 
Lemnos, badly damaged, an Athens corresponded’ 
cabled to Berlin, llis report covered operations up 
lo lust Sunday. 

Tin* British steamship Blonde arriving at South 
Shields reports that she was attacked in the North 
sea by a German aeroplane, which dropped one liomb 
on the deck e>l the vessel. Due member of tin* clew 
was killed. 

The interned German liner Macedonia disappeared 
from tin* luirtior of Las Kalinas. Canary islands. 
Sunday night. The Macedonia carries a wireless 
and has a cargo supposed to be composed of war 
stoles. 

A British mine sweeper was blown up in t|„* Dar- 
danelles. with tin* loss nf several li\es. when a mine 
exploded as it was being removed from the straits, 
says a special dispatch received at Baris from 
At liens. 

The trawler Balmoral lias been destroyed by a 
mine or a torpedo, according to word front Grimsby. 
Her crew of nine have been given up for dead. 

A Newcastle dispatch says the steamship Bees 
wing, which left Tyne for Dieppe on March 2. is 
believed t • * have been tornedoed. 

Tile British steamer Aisdlo reports a collision 
with a submarine while i n route from Rotterdam 
lo yrjstol, 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



Governor Spry litis signed the "dry territory" bill 
passed by tlu* I'titli legislature. The hill, which 
I nil own closely t De provisions ef the YY'ehh-K *nyon 
national law, makes shipment of liquor from "wet” 
to "dry” territory by ait individual punishable by 
a maximum fine of $1,000 or imprisonment for 
twelve mouths. Violation of the law b\ a corpor- 
ation. cither as shipper or carrier, is punishable by 
lines of front $50o to $1,000. Sale of liquor or solici- 
tation for its sale iu "dry” territory is punishable 
by the saute penalties as lor shipment. 

Within a week the navy's radio station on the 
Bauanui canal, tile largest and most powerful in the 
world, will 1 m* pul into commission. The new* sta- 
tion is one of five large plants with which the sec- 
retary of the navy will he kept iu constant eom- 
muuiiation with every naval statien and ship on tile 
Atlantic and Baoltic oceans. From Washington mes- 
sages can he Hashed to Alaska on the north. Strait 
of Magellan in the extremity of South America, 
to any European station on tin* cast, or across tin* 
l’ucific to Manila, China, or Japan. 

The national guard of West Virginia will con- 
sist of only one man after Juih* ISO. when the pre- 
sent fiscal year expires, unless steps are taken to 
borrow money to support tin* militia. Governor Ilat- 
tield vetoed that part of the appropriation bill 
passed by tile last legislature providing $63,000 a 
year for the maintenance of the national guard. 
Ait appropriation was made for the salary of Adjt.- 
Gen. Joint Bond, but nothing to cover the run- 
ning expenses of his office. 

A long statement in which iu* pledges himself to 
take every possible precaution to assure tile safety 
of the public in Mexico City lias been issued by 
Brovisiona! Brcsideut Roque Gonzales Garza. lie 
announced that martial law would be declared forth- 
with. Sen or Garza was elected president January 17 
as successor to Kululio Gutierrez. He entered .Mexi- 
co City March 11 after its evacuation by the Car- 
ranza forces under General Obregon. 

Official information reached Beking yesterday that 
the Riwsiau and British uinassadors at Toki > called 
upon Baron Takaaki Kate. Japanese foreign min- 
ister. on Saturday, and informed him that it Japan 
persisted in pressing upon China demands beyond 
those contained in her original communication to 
the powers it would 1<* difficult for Japan's allies 
to negotiate, diplomatically with her in tlu* future. 

The Seattle Chamber of Commerce* lias received 
cable advices from (lie Chinese government announc- 
ing that a party <>f fifty distinguished Chinese mer- 
chants. hankers and officials will make a seventy- 
day 1 1,000-milc tour of the* United States this 
spring. The Chinese delegation is expected lo land 
at Sail Francisco May 1. 

Enrique C. Lloreute. repri*senb*itive at Washington 
of General Villa, conferred with Secretary Bryan 
oil the killing of John B. McManus, an American, 
in Mexico City, by Zapata troopers, lie* assured the 
secretary on t lie* strength of a message from Y'illa 
that proper reparation would lie made. 

Foreigners at Progreso. alarmed over disorders in 
the* vicinity, lmvr asked for refuge on t lie* American 
cruiser lies Moines. General Carranza, however, 
after conferences with American naval and diplo- 
matic officers at Vera Cruz, has promised full pro- 
tection for them. 

Confidential dispatches front Berlin report that 
the kaiser is again suffe ring from the* peculiar mal- 
ady of the threat which has caused grave appre- 
hensions to liis physic ians iu past years. 

Dresident Wilson intimated that lie* would plant 
himself behind a measure to be introduced in the 
next Congress providing for a presidential primary 
law.

Enter 
Lie ut (by I’aradox i left some* fair colts, but prob- 
ably Eagle’s Chime impressed bis mark on Alleert 
an horses most dearly, lie was the* sire* of tin* fast 
marc* May W.. which was out of Froila. by Faust us. 

Tliis mare* was a great winner in the I 'lifted States 
and was finally taken to England for sale* as a brood- 
mare several years ago by II. T. Oxnard, when slie 
fetched t In* sum of $25. notwithstanding which 
at least one of her offsprings. Mayclale, Inis won 
races in that country, the said Maydulc having been 
sold in England for tin* foreign market. Thus docs 
blood get about tin* world. 

The English element predominating, the thorough- 
bred was most in vogue*, till recent years. There* 
used t > in* mile tracks at Calgary. Mueleoel and 
elsewhere*, but at t lie present time tln*si* are ex- 
tinct. and tlie half-mile exhibition track holds 
sway all over the* provinces, the light harness horse 
and thoroughbred making even bids for popularity, 
though the* chief me*etliigs are more or less con- 
trolled by harness men. 

Before* the outbreak of tin* present war matters 
were be*gitiniug to shape* well for thoroughbred rac- 
ing. as jockey e-lubs had been formed in the tw*e> 
chief i * i t i i * — of Calgary and Ed mini ton. and a mile* 
track laid oft in Calgary, but we* will have* to wait 
some little- time yet lie*fore* these clubs e- mmciiei* 
business. The olel country element is largely repre- 
sented in the Chinook Jockey Club of Calgtiry. ami 
it is to lie* hoped that it will remain so. tints giving 
tt guarantee of racing on sporting lines not con- 
fined to short distances, with races through the; 
lii'ld and a fair sprinkling of events for gentlemen 
riders and home-bred horses. 

With the passing of the* hig ranches ten years 
ago the iutluetu-e of tin* thoroughbred began to de- 
e-line. artel remounts, according to standard type, 
are* at present hard to find, though large* numbers 
of nr I tilery horse.s anel small grade’s formed by tin* 
Clydesdale cross on small range mares, for mounted 
infantry, are being sdd. 

Nevertheless tlu* thoroughbred is going ahead be- 
twoen Winnipeg and the* Rca-ky Mountains, and 
there are in Alberta today alsuit thirty thoroughbred 
sires, among them being the following:
